While “The Journey's End” is the official slogan of the 2005 Regat- 
ta, few Astorians would want to experience the arduous trip undertak- 
en by the Corps of Discovery in reaching the area before their winter 
stay at Fort Clatsop. 

But Regatta attendees can experience the spirit of the journey during 
the U.S. Bank Grand Land Parade, starting at noon Saturday, Aug. 13. 

The parade will feature the award-winning Astoria Regatta’s float, a 
brightly illuminated float depicting the arrival of the Corps of Discovery 
for its stay at Fort Clatsop.
